The exhibition, moreover, has its 
educational side, In the manufactur- 
ers’ building, for instance, there is an 
extensive exhibit of the praiseworthy 
work that is being done by the school 
children in Edmonton and district— 
work that was more or less unknown 
in the good old school days of old, but 
whicu finds a place in the modern cur- 
riculum and assists in contributing to 
a fuller educational development. The 
Edmonton technical school students 
show what can be done in woodwork 
and silverwork, a bedroom suite and a 
drawing room set especially attracting 
the attention of visitors yesterday, 
Then there are specimens of element- 
ary handwork for the younger chil- 
dren up to Grade V, with such mater- 
jals as paper, yarns, raffia, reed and 
cardboard, while for the more ad- 
vanced grades there is woodwork ia 
almost every conceivable subject—all 
excellently done and deserving of 
special praise, Needlework, too, and 
fancy work found their place in’ the 
prize list and most visitors were some- 
what surprised when they were  in- 
formed that Edmonton school chil- 
dren had made, out of material sup- 
plied by the Red Cross Society, over a 
thousand garments for the use of the 
sufferers in Belgium, There were 
specimens of patchwork done by chil- 
dren as young as six years of age, that 
would put many older needle artists 
to shame. Girls who are receiving 
their education in Edmonton schools 
will know how to make the most of 
wearing apparel anyhow. 

Fine Vegetable Exhibit 

The vegetable section should not be 
overlooked, In past years, when the 
exhibition has been held in August, 
skilled writers have usea every avail- 
able udjective in describing the won- 
ders of Edmonton vegetables, but they 
might have conserved their energies. 
There is nothing #o very wonderful ia 
bringing Edmonton vegetables to ma- 
turity by August—vegetables of great

BIG REVIEW AT 
‘CAMP BORDEN 


Over 30,000 Officers and Men Are 
Reviewed By Minister Of 
Militia 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

CAMP BORDEN, Ont., July 11.— 
Ten brigades, comprising well over 
30,060 officers and men, marched past 
Major General Sir Sam Hughes at 
the official opening of Camp Borden 
today in what was perhaps. the 
greatest military review in Canadian 
history. The huge parade of this, 
the newest camp in Canada, glistened 
with long lines of bayonets, as regl- 
ment after regiment marched past to 
the martial music of the brigade 
bands. 

It took just a few minutes less than 
half an hour for the review, which 
constituted a spectacle that has only 
once been paralleled in the Dominion, 
at Valcartier when the first conting- 
ent was there two years ago. 

Sir Sam received the salute clad 
in khaki shirt and wearing his sun 
helmet, and the brilliant’ sunshine 
shone on a mass of straw hatted, coat- 
less soldiers, a concession to com- 
fort allowed by the authorities as a 
result of the excessive heat. 


FINE EXHIBITS 
IN HORTICULTURE 


Fine dhowing of All Kinds of 
Potted Plants and Garden 
Vepetables 


The horticultural exhibits are not at 
their zenith of appearance yet as the 
cut flowers will not arrive until today 
to fill the four hundred bottles that 
are waiting for them, However, the 
potted plants are there in glowing ar- 
ray. There are many brilliant geran- 
jums, single and double; there are 
numbers of vari-colored  begonias, 
there are brilliantly colored fuschias, 
Interspersed with these are hug? 
hanging baskets of greenery while the 
Eresence of many graceful ferns make 
this exhibit one of real beauty, 

Also here is the display of home 
grown yegetables which look ve.y de- 
lectible inded, and of an amazing size 
for this time of year, These are of 
every variety including celery, turnips 
as large as the largest size cup, rhu- 
barb nearly two feet high, cucumbers 
that are ripening and from six to ten 
inches long, tomatoes of the most 
brilliant red and as large as apples; 
cauliflowers as big as a medium sized 
bowl; cabbages of a good size; lettuce 
of all variety and size; garden peas, in 
fact nearly every kind of vegetable 
and advanced to that degree of ripe- 
ness that is generally associated with 
southern climes at this season, 


GRAINS AND GRASSES 
SHOWN IN PROFUSION 


Despite Lateness of Season and 
Earliness of Exhibition, Show- 
ing is Excellent 


Quality not quantity is the slogan 
of the grains and grasses exhibit this 
year at the fair, but it might be ex- 
pressed in the western varnacultr 
that the farmers who have competed 
are there with the goods. Although 
the grain this year was planted a few 
days later because of the backward 
spring, it must be remembered that 
the exhibition is a month ahead of 
last year. There are on ‘exhibition 
wheat and vat sheaves three feet and 
over in height. The reason that the 
entries are 80 limited is that they all 
had to be in a fortnight ago and it 
ir only within that time that the grain 
has made such growing strides. In 
the exhibit there are collections of 
grasses from Stony Plain, — Viking, 
Hastings and other surrounding dis- 
tricts, These include wheat, oats, 
brome grass over three feet high, red 
and white clover, timothy and alfalfa, 
all of a growth remarkable at this 
season of the year. 

There is a fine exhibit of grains 
which include spring and _ winter 
wheat, barley, flax, timothy, field peas, 
barley, oats of different yaricties, all 
of Alberta's best, while sheaves of 
‘oata nearly five feet high are a re- 
‘minder of last years’ great oat crop,

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GERMAN SHIPS 
ARE CAPTURED 


Russian Torpedo Boats Take Two 
Steamers Plying in Baltic 
Sea

(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 11.—Russian tor- 
pedo boats have captured the German 
steamers Jissabon and Worms, ac- 
cording to a report received in Stock- 
holm from Skelleftea (a small sea- 
port in Sweden, on the Gulf of Both- 
ria) and transmitted by Reuter's cor- 
respondent at Stockholm, The steam- 
ers were taken to Finland, The Rus- 
sians detained the captain, pilot and 
twenty-four of the crew of the Worms, 
all of whom are Swedes. 

The remaining 183 members of the 
crew of the Worms and all of the crew 
of the Lissabon have arrived at Skel- 
leftea, 

The steamers Lissabon and Worms 
are owned in Hamburg. The Lissabon 
is (of 2,781 gross tons and was built 
in Rostok. in 1909. The Worms was 
built in Neweastle in 1907 and ig of 
4,428 tons.

LONDON, July 11-—The capture of the whole of the Germans’ first sys- 
tem of defense on a front of 14,000 yards (nearly eight miles) after ten days’ 
and nights of continuous fighting, is announced in the official report from 


British headquarters in France.

“After ten days and nights of continuous fighting our troops have com- 
pleted the methodical capture of the whole of the enemy's first system of de- 


fense on a front of 14,000 yards. 


The system of defense consisted of numer- 


ous and continuous lines of fire trenches, support trenches and reserve tren- 
ches, extending for various depths from two thousand to four thousand yards, 
It included five strongly fortified villages, numerous heavily wired and en- 


trenched woods and a large number of immensely strong redoubts, 


The 


capture of each of these represented an operation of some importance and 
the whole of them are now in our hands, 
“The German success in the recapture of Trones wood, after costly casu- 


alties, was of short duration. 


Today we recaptured nearly the whole of this 


wood, All but the northernmost end is again in our hands, 

“Apart from the number of guns hidden in houses and buried in the deb- 
ris, etc., we have, in the course of these operations, brought in 26 field guns, 
one naval gun, one anti-aircraft gun and one heavy howitzer, while the num- 
ber of German prisoners captured exceeds 7,500," 


French Loss at Verdun. 


PARIS, July 11.—-While relative 
calm prevailed on both sides of the 
Somme, according to the official com- 
munication issued by the French war 
offices tonight, heavy fighting occur- 
red on the right bank of the Meuse, 
in the Verdun sector, Gefman forces 
succeeding in gaining a footing in 
the Damloop battery and in some 
sections of the French Jine in the Fu- 
min wood. 

Russians’ Big Captures, 

PETROGRAD, July 11. via London. 
(7.16 p.m.)—The approximate total of 
rrisoners taken by the Russians dur- 
ing General Brusiloff’s operations to 
July 10 amounted to 56,620 officers 
and 266,000 men, the war office an- 


nounced today. Guns to the number 
of 312 and 866 machine guns have 
been captured, 

Austrians Recall Troops. 

ROME, July 11 (7.50 p.m.—The 
pressure exerted by the Italian forces 
in the Trentino has resulted in the 
recall of several divisions of Aus- 
trian troops which were about to be 
sent to the eastern front, according 
to the official statement issued today.

BERLIN, July 11.—Repeated at- 
tacks by the French and British 
troops on the Somme front have fail- 
ed to win the German positions 
against which they were directed, 
says the war office announcement of 
today.

EIGHT !MILES GERMAN

BRITISH TAKE

German Offensive at Lutsk 
Is Brought To a 
Standstill 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

LONDON, July 11,—This was an- 
Other good day for the allies, who are 
making a steady advance on all fronts 
A striking illustration of the differ- 
ence in the relative positions of the 
allied and Teutonic forces, and of the 
temarkable change from defensive 
trench warfare, which characterized 
the allied operations for so many 
weary months.until the present sum- 
mer, is found in the number of pris- 
oners and guns taken. These for the 
battle of the Somme amount to 22,000 
prisoners, and 104 guns captured from 
the Germans, while the official figures 
for the Russian General Brusiloff's 
drive to July 10 are 271,620 prisoners, 
$12 guns and 866 machine guns, 

Today's news is of sustained and 
heavy fighting on almost all the fronts, 
the allies making consistent progress, 
with only occasional setbacks, The 
Sritish have finally captured the 
tercely contested town of Contalmais- 
on, after desperate day and night 
fighting, and are now holding the town 
against German counter attacks. The 
importance the Germans have at- 
tached to this position may be meas- 
ured by the fact that they recently 
threw the Prussian Guards into the 
lighting at this point, 

“The news from the eastern front 
is equally satisfactory from an allied 
point of view, The German commun- 
ication admits fighting on the Stokhod 
line is approaching Kovel on both 
sides of the railway and claims tht 
the Russians have been driven back 
near Huleviche. Much comment was 
caused here today by the German de- 
nial of an alleged Russian claim thut 
Pinsk had been evacuated, as no such 
claim has yet been made in the Rus- 
sian official despatches, ‘ 

It is now clear that the Russian 
drive in the direction of Kovel has 
brought the German offensive at 
Lutsk to a standstill and, according to 
the Russian communication, the Ger- 
mans have brought up strong = rein- 
forcements to detend the Stokhod line 
and Kovel. General Brusiloff, how- 
ever, now has the impassable Pinsk 
marshes covering his right flank, and 
isis a position to outflank the German 
defences of Kovel, 

The huge conflagrations, noted in 
the Russian communication south of 
the Kovel railway, are regarded = in 
Petrograd as having been caused by 
the Germans to cover their own re- 
treat and impede the Russian adyanco 
which is within twenty miles of Kovei, 
The capture of 834,000 prisoners by the 
Russians in the Stokhod and Galician 
battles, from July 4 to July 8, seems 
to indicate that the Germans havo 
been unable to throw reinforcements 
in sufficient strength to stem the 
Russian advance,

RUSSIANS SHELL 
CHANGED PLANS 
OF THE ARCHDUKE 


Insisted on Remaining Close to Firing 
Line Until Dugout Was 
Shattered, 


London, July 11,—Reuter’s corres- 
pondent on the eastern front sends 
the following: 

“In a labyrinth of the enemy's 

trenches in a cemetery near Lutsk 
the Russans found a well appointed 
observing station which was Identified 
as the headquarters of Archduke 
Joseph Ferdinand, Officers who are 
prisoners state that throughout the 
whole dey when the last strongholds 
rruarding Lutsk fell the archduke re- 
ined here telephoning orders to his 
taff, 
“A Russian shell struck close to a

Austrian forces from Volhynia 
and Italy are executing simultan- 
cous ‘‘drives’’ into Austrian terri- 
tory, so to speak.

Plainly Sir Donald Mann was 
just as anxious to be interviewed 
by the Mayor of Vancouver as Sir 
Sam Hughes was to be interviewed 
by the Edmonton Board of Trade. 


Seemingly the soldiers at Camp 
Borden do not see the military ad- 
vantage of doing homestead duties 
as a part of training for walloping 
the Huns, : 


Sir Donald Mann is so sorry the 
steel companies have not been able 
to supply rails for C.N.R. branch 
lines that about the only consola- 
tion he can find is the fast that he 
is not as serry about it as some 
other people. 


The gist of the Austrian official 
reports now-a-days is that the Rus- 
sians have more guns than was 
thought and that the gentlemen at 
Vienna cannot understand where 
all the men are coming from; in 
consideration of which  incon- 
venient developments the Aus- 
trian forces are continuing to oc- 
cupy less exposed positions. 


Mr, Mike Zaresky, the first local 
party to be charged with violation 
of the prohibitory liquor law, was 
fined fifty dollars and costs, the 
Province> commandeering what 
booze he had left. That line of 
business cannot be very profitable 
on these terms, and Mike’s experi- 
ence should serve to discourage 
others with like ambitions, the 
more so that the penalties are 
liable to go up if offences continue.

If that. cargo of nickel which the 
Deutschland is to take back to 
Germany came from the Canadian 
mines it has fallen into the hands 
of the enemy as the direct result of 
negligence on the part of the 

Janadian Government, Ever 
since the war began there has been 
insistent demand that the export 
of Canadian nickel to any country 
other than the Allies be prohibit- 
ed. In face of that demand the 
Government has allowed the ex- 
port to continue to certain com- 
panies in the United States, ac- 
cepting the assurances of the com- 
panies that the metal would not be 
allowed to get into possession of 
the enemy. The suspicion that 
the largest of these companies was 
controlled by German armament- 
makers notwithstanding. If Allied 
soldiers at the front find them- 
selves facing machine guns hard- 
ened with Canadian nickel the 
responsibility will have to be ac- 
copted by our Government, which 
refused to heed the warnings of 
prudence, 


The Austrians on the Italian 
front are again ‘‘sho the 
line.” Also the line from ‘the 
front to Vienna. 


The Freneh found a piano in 
the captured headquarters of ove 
German ‘commander on_ the 
Somme. Wonder whose it was. 


Berlin had just got through ex- 
plaining that it was ready to stop 
the war when the Allies started it, 


The immediate question in Ber- 


lin is on which front the shells— 


and men—are falling thickest. 


The Russians have taken more 
than a quarter of a million pri- 
soners in the last month, and 
have likely killed and wounded as 
many more of the enemy’s ‘‘effec- 
tives.’? Men may” not yet be 
getting scarce in Kulturland, but 
they are certainly getting scarcer, 


In looking around for fit sub- 
jects for admiration in these mar- 
tial times let us not forget this 
chap Pershing, who has been hold- 
ing a sand ridge dowh in the 
cactus belt for some weeks, not 
knowing from one moment to an- 
other what was going to happen 
next. 


That German submarine is to 
take a cargo of nickel and rubber 
from Baltimore to Germany. _Is 
there any possibility of that nickel 
having originated in the Canadian 
mines? There are no other nickel 
mines on this continent; no others 
of importance in the world except 
in French territory in the East 
Indies. And the export of Cana- 
«dian nickel has been going on ever 
since the war started, and is going 
on yet, to companies in the United 
States. One of which companies, 
it has been stated in both the Bri- 
tish House of Commons and thé 
Canadian House of Commons, js 
controlled by German capital. 
Barring some explanation as to 
where it did come from, the natur- 
al assumption would be that this 
cargo, which is destined to be 
used in the manufacture of Ger- 
man machine guns, came from the 
Canadian mines. 


The Ontario Knights of Colum- 
bus have found it advisable to 
issue a denial of a statement by 
Mr. Armand Lavergne that there 
was an alliance between the 
Orangemen and the Trish Roman 
Catholics of Ontario to persecute 
the !vench-speaking residents of 
that province. If there is any 
direction in which Mr, Lavergne 
has not yet tried to stir up racial 
hatred or religious rancour it will 
be necessary for some one to call 
attention to it. To casual ob- 
servers, Armand and his associates 
seem to have seized about every 
opportunity the circumstances 
offered to set race against race 
and creed against creed, and to 
have succeeded beyond what was 
either deserved or desirable. 


The theory that the United 
States is secure from molestation 
so long as it does not invade 
Europe is based on the supposition 
that the Atlantic ocean is a barrier 
which separates this continent 
from the old world and leaves the 
great republic in a position some- 
wit resembling that of location 
on a _ separate planet. The 
voyage of the Deutschland upsets 
that supposition, and with it goes 
the theory of the United States’ 
security from European molesta- 
tion. The Atlantic is not a bar- 
rier, but a road to a great Euro- 
pean naval power with designs 
upon the United States, and that 
road is not closed when the ports 
of the said power are blockaded 
by hostile battleships. Where 
merchant. submarines can go, 
naval submarines can follow. 
It has to be accepted that Ger- 
many can patrol the Atlantic 
coast of the United States with 
submarines, instructed to sink 
everything passing in or out of the 
ports along that coast.. Perhaps 
Germany is getting ready to do 
that now. If there is big enough 
advantage to be gained it may be 
taken as a certainty that it is do- 


ing so. This changed situation 
cannot be without its influence 
upon the preparedness propa- 


ganda in the neighboring republic, 
The spectacle of what happened 
to unoffending Belgium, coupled 
with what has happened to United 
States citizens on the sea, and to 
United States factories at the 
hands of Kultur agents, has al- 
ready convinced a large propor- 
tion of the people of the United 
States that they are citizens of 
this, not of some other world, and 
must be prepared to defend their 
lives, rights and interests or to risk 
losing them. The voyage of the 


Deutschland can hardly fail to 
widen the range of that conviction 
and to help.energize it.

The climate is 
fine and salubrious, the average tem- 
perature of January, the _ hottest 
month, being 68, and of July, mid- 
winter, 45, All the grains, fruit and 
vegetables which grow in Great Brit- 
ain flourish in Tasmania, (4) The 
distance from Vancouver to Sydney, 
Australia via Hawaii and Apia, Samoa, 
is 6,922 miles, 

Torpedo Boats, 

To the Bulletin: (1) What is a 
“torpedo” boat? (2) What is a “de- 
stroyer’? (8) How does a torpedo 
work? N. T. B., Ryley. 

(1) A torpedo boat is a small ves- 
sel of about 800 tons displacement, 
whose function is to carry a supply of 
torpedoes and the necessary appara- 
tus for launching them against the 
cnemy’s battleships and cruisers when 
near enough to do this. This is very 
dangerous work, as the torpedo boat 
is too small to carry heavy guns or 
armor, (2) The torpedo-boat de- 
stroyer was originally intended to 
overtake and destroy an enemy's tor- 
pedo boats without at the same timed 
being 80 large or so costly that iu 
own loss would be of great import- 
ance, - Nowadays it not only destroya 
torpedo-boats by gunfire, but battle- 
ships by torpedoes. A “submarine” 
is a short name for a submarine (or 
submersible) torpedo-boat. (3) A 
torpedo ig an automobile mine put 
into the water from a ship of some 
kind and left to propel itself against 
an enemy's ship, where the mere act 
of touching causes it to explode, The 
present-day torpedo has a speed of 
nearly 60 knots (57 1-2 miles, a range 
of over 6,000 yards (3 1-2 miles), 
weighs about a ton, and costs about 
$2,500. The torpedo usually travels 
at a depth of about 10 feet below the 
surface.

W. J. Stark, manager, read the ad- 
dress presented on behalf of the board 
of directors of the Exhibition Associa- 
tion, which stated that actuated by the 
belief that the summer fair was a 
direct encouragement to agriculture 
and in harmony with the policies of 
the Federal and provincial govern- 
ments for patriotism and production, 
they had decided to hold it on as large 
a scale as possible.

“The directors desire, as they have 
done in the past, to thank you for the 
substantial money grants made to our 
fair by the Government of Alberta.

the heyday of prosperity it did not 


waste its money as other cities did, 
because you have in these grounds and 
buildings the best evidence you could 
give any man in Canada of the fact 
that the people of Edmonton have an 
abiding confidence in the agricultural 
development of this part of the pro- 
vinee. Time and again I have taken 
occasion to drive visitors to the 
grounds just to give them @ visible 
illustration of the kind of faith the 
citizens have in the development of 
the surrounding country.”

Proceeding, the minister pointed out 
that the primary object of the exhibi- 
tion was the development of the live 
stock industry, the only foundation of 
a lasting system of prosperity in any 
country. He was exceedingly pleased 
on Monday night, he said, to see the 
magnificent exhibit that the associa- 
tion’s energetic and efficient manager
